Besides it was impossible to tell 
at present whiob side of tba' river would be 
chosen as best suited for the road which 
must ultimately oonneot with the road from 
ihu Rocky iluuntains through tho interior. 
The lower portion of the road must come 
down on one side of the river, nnd if Govern- 
ment now surveyed the north side, according 
to the request ol tho hon n ember's motion, 
and it was afler^^ard found necessary to 
lake the sOuih'sidd, it would cause a useless 
expenditure of money aoJ labor, 
_ Hon Robson thought the north side of the 
river must be fioall} chosen lor one obvious 
reason. The soulii side was loo near tht 
American boundaty for a road of anch im- 
portance. ^. 

Hon Attorney General with pleasure sup- 
ported the survey ol the road lo St Mary's, 
lor ha was personally aware of the valuable 
lands it would open for oocufiation. Beyond 
that point, however, he agreed with the hon 
Chief Commissioner of Lunda and Works, 
and thought it was a question of time, which 
must ba left to ihe judgment of the executive 
and not forced upon them. 

Hon Helmcken had also much pleasure in 
supporting tbe road as far as would reuoh 
the good and available lands. Everything it 
W08 possible for the Q.,varnment and the 
[ieople to do just now to ahifact permaneni 
s'ettlers ought to be done. He would delight 
io seeing the Lower Fraaer covered wnh 
farms well stocked with cattle, for in thai 
case it would preserve one of tho most 
beautiful spots that can veil be imagiued.

Hon Barnard being absent, his motion on 
tho Uoad Tolls was postponud. 

Uon Robson moved lo suspend Ihe rules of
